For this reason it 
may be deemed desirable in the end 
to ask Congress to authorize the Pres- 
ident “to take such measures as he 
may deem necessary,” to compel com- 
ore with the American demand. 

A preeedent for such procedure its 
found in the incident with Paraguay 
in 1855, when the United States ves- 
se) Water Witch was fired upon by 
Paraguayan troops and the helmsman 
killed. The fleet commanded by 
Commodore Shubrick and accompa- 
nied by a special commissioner was 
authorized by Congress to be sent to 
Paraguay. The show of force brought 
complete satisfaction. 

So far as a pacific blockade ts con- 
cerned, it ia recalled tonight that in 
1887 the Institute of International 
Law adopted a declaration to the ef- 
fect that pacific blockades should be 
recognized as permitted by the law 
of nations only under the following 
conditions: 

(1.) That ships under a foreign flag 
should be allowed freely to enter in 
spite of the blockade. 

(2.) That the blockade should be 
declared and notified officially and 
maintained by a sufficient force. 

(3.) That ships of the blockading 
power which should fail to respect 
the blockade should be sequestered 
and that when the blockade had 
ceased, they should be restored with 
their cargoes to ‘heir owners, but 
without any damages for their deten- 
tion. 

The United States refused to 
acquiesce in the peaceful blockade of 
Crete as declared by the powers in 
1297. But the United States did not 
then, or in the blockade of Venezuela 
in 1902, take the ground that there 
could be “no such thing“ as a pacific 
blockade. The international law ex- 
perts of the State Department are ex- 
amininge the precedents. In the end 
if it should be decided to establish a 
blockade, the technicality that it is 
of a pacific character probably will 
be disregarded. This would mean 
Congressional action. 

In the meantime the President must 
consider how to safeguard the lives 
of the Americans remaining in Mex-

pose him. Count Okuma has for 
years been conspicuous in Japan and 
is credited with being the spokesman 
of public opinion.

of Waseda University and has been 
Minister of Finance, Foreign Minister 
and Premier. 

The Count is 75 years old and a 
native of Hizen province. In 1890 an 
asssassin tried to kill him with a 
bomb, the explosion tearing off the 
greater part of his right leg. He bears 
the honor of being known as one of 
the “elder statesmen,” and has been 
active in developing the modern - 
ences in Japan. 

Count Okuma erected the first 
buildings of Waseda University and 
endowed the institution with $100,- 
000. His grounds and gardens are 
reputed to be among the finest in 
Japan.

scene of the shooting, did not fire any 
of the shots. Ciroficl made no at- 
tempt, however, to deny that he was 
included in the original plot to slay 
Rosenthal, even admitting that two 
nights before the gambler was slain 
he went with other gangsters to look 
for their intended victim. They were 
frightened away from Rosenthal on 
that occasion by men they thought 
were detectives. 

The condemned man also admitted 
that early on the night of the actual 
killing he was in the gray “murder 
car” with the gunmen, but he insisted 
that he left them before they shot the 
gambler. 

He did not explain why he left the 
other gunmen just prior to the shoot- 
ing, but two reasons are advanced. 
One is that he became frightened and 
the other that he deserted in order 
to bail out his sweetheart, Jean Gor- 
don, who had been arrested. 

The statement, which was made 
verbally in the prison keeper's office 
about 4 o’clock this morning, was the 
result of the insistent plea on the part 
of Cirofici’s mother and his sister for 
the truth. They had been there and 
made an unsuccessful appeal to the 
Governor to save the prisoner's life. 
Returning to the prison near dawn 
they were met by the warden and 
taken to the office, where they met 
Ciroficl. 

Mr. Clancy came to Albany today 
and told his story to Supt. John B. 
Riley of the State Prison Department 
and Gov. Glynn. The warden first is- 
sued a formal statement rehearsing 
part of what Cirofici told him, and 
later added details, which included 
Cirofici's admission that he was in the 
“murder car“ two nights before the 
slaying. 

FORMAL STATEMENT. 


The formal statement of the war- 
den follows: 

“About 8 o’clock Sunday night Ro- 
senberg asked me to save Frank, say- 
ing he had nothing to do with the 
shooting. He was not there. I went 
over and asked Frank why he did not 
tell the truth. He replied that he 
knew what was going on, but was not 
there when the shooting took place. 
I advised him to tell the whole story. 
He said if he did they would kill his 
brother. I asked whom he meant by 
they.“ He replied that there were 
fifty men in New York he could name. 
He said: ‘I don’t care for myself, it's 
my family I care for.’ 

J caused Frank Ciroficl to be 
brought from the condemned cell 
house to the office about 4 o'clock 
Monday morning. He made the fol- 
lowing, among other statements, in 
the presence of myself, Principal 
Keeper Melnerny, the chaplain, his 
mother and his sister. They urged 
him to tell the whole truth. He hesi- 
tated and sald: 

“I don’t want to make any state- 
ment for the public. I do not fear 
for myself, but I do fear for you.’ 

His sister replied: Don't have 


any fear for us, we will take care 
urselves, God will protect us.’

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, April 13.—A vote on the 
liquor question at this jession of 
Congress will be sought by the prohi- 
bition forces in the House and Sen- 
ate. It is their desire to make the 
adoption of a constitutional amend- 
ment prohibditing the sale of liquor 
in the United States an issue in the 
Congressional election next fall. 

Roth houses will beein to give at- 
tention to the prohibition issue this 
week. On Wednesday the Judiciary 
Committee of the House will hear 
arguments for and against the Hob- 
son resolution, proposing the submis- 
sion to the States of a national pro- 
hibition constitutional amendment. 
On Thursday a subcommittee of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee will 
hear arguments on the identical reso- 
lution offered by Senator Shepard of 
Texas. 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 


These resolutions provide: 

“That the following amendment of 
the Constitution be, and hereby ia, 
proposed to the States, to become 
valid as a part of the Constitution 
when ratified by the Legislatures of 
the several States, as provided by the 
Constitution: 

“Section 1—The sale, manufacture 
for sale, transportation for sale, the 
importation for sale. and exportation 
for sale of ‘tntoxicating liquors for 
beverage purposes in the United 
States and all territory subject to 
the jurisdiction thereof, are forever 
prohibited. 

“Sec. 2— Congress shall have power 
to provide for the manufacture, sale, 


importation and transportation of in- 


toxicating liquors for sacramental, 
medical, mechanical, pharmaceutical, 
scientific purposes, or for use in the 
arts, and shall have vower to en- 
force this article by all needful leg- 
islation.” —

SEATTLE TRAIN HELD UP; 


EATTLE (Wash.) April 13.—One 
passenger was shot and two high- 
Waymen were severely beaten when 


they attempted to hold up a Tacoma- 
bound interurban train near Riverton 
station, eight miles south of Seattle, 
tonight. 

The bandits were captured and 
brought to a hospital in Seattle. 

The train resembled a shambles 
when it was brought into the station, 
blood being scattered everywhere over 
the car. 

‘The wounded passenger was Charles 
F. Schwartz, 33 years old, of Sno- 
homish. He was shot just below the 
heart, the bullet piercing his left 
lung. He was taken to the Riverton 
hospital, where it was said his con- 
dition was critical. 

The two highwaymen gave their 
names to the sheriff as Clarence Trew 
and William Sears. Trew, who is 
28 years old, was so badly beaten 
over the head by the male passengers 
that it is believed he will die. Sears 
Was so severely beaten that he was 
unable to walk and had to be carried 
from the sheriff's automobile into the 
hospital. Both men admitted that 


hase| they boarded the train with the in- 


tention of holding it up after it got 
beyond the city limits. 

That they were not successful was 
due to the presence of mind of J. 
Rose and A. D. Smith, employees in 
the powerhouse of the traction com- 
pany, who led the attack on the ban- 
dits. Smith was carrying a sand drill 
point and used it effectively as a 
weapon. 

The bandits boarded the train at 
Chicago avenue, in South Seattle. 
After the train had left the city limits 
the men masked themselves with 
handkerchiefs and started to rob th 
passengers. 

Commanding every one to hold up 
his hands, Trew walked toward the 
smoking compartment. Just as he 
entered the compartment he turned 
to look at his companion, who was 
following him down the aisle. As 
Trew turned his back to the men in 
the smoking room, Smith wielding his 
steel drill, hit Trew a stunning blow 
over the head. Immediately all the 
men in the car rushed to Smith's aid

and in a short time both highwaymen 
lying bruised and 
bi ins on the floor. 

During the fighting, Trew’s pisto! 
Was discharged, the bullet striking 
Schwartz. 

When Trew was attacked, he was 
Standing beside the seat occupied by 
Mrs. J. IL. Radfern of Tacoma. Mrs 
-Radfern held a baby in her arms and 
when the fight began had difficulty 
‘protecting it from injury. 

While Smith and the men in his 
end of the car were manhauling 
Trew, Rose. who was seated at the 
other end, led the attack on Sears 
So furious was the onslaught of the 
passengers that the cooler heads 
among the men feared the bandits 
would be beaten to death after they 
had been subdued. They were taken 
off the train at Riverton and held until 
n posse arrived in an automobile 
from the sheriff's office. 

Trew could talk but little at the 
hospital, but said his father lived at 
Fairview, Wash. Sears said his home 
was in San Francisco and that he had 
been in Seattle only a short time. 

Deputy Sheriff John Roberts be- 
lieves Sears was one of the two men, 
who held up a Tacoma-bound interur- 
ban train near the scene of tonight's 
attempt, February 21, when the pass- 
engers were robbed of more than 3200 
and attempted to hold up the same 
train at the same place the night of 
March 20, but was frustrated by the 
motorman, who disobeyed their order 
to hold up his hands and sent the car 
away at full speed, before they could 
get aboard.

“BLESSINGS OF DEMOCRACY.” 


Secretary Daniels Tells Pennsyl- 
vania Jeffersonians of Benefits of 
Wilson Administration. 

(RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

HARRISBURG (Pa.) April. 13.— 
Secretary Josephus Daniels of the 
Navy, who was the principal speaker 
at the Jefferson day dinner of the 
Central Democratic Club tonight, as- 
serted that measures enacted by the 
Wilson administration had benefited 
the nation and that rural-credit and 
trust-regulation laws were bound to 
come. 

The present struggle, he said, is 
against special privilege, and that the 
enactment of the law for direct elec- 
tion of United States Senators was 

victory for democracy which 
squared with Jefferson’s teachings. 

The income tax and the currency 
law were pointed to as Democratic 
victories and the new tariff law, he 
asserted, was not causing disaster.

Exposed to the filth and stench of 
the stables of Chinatown, fruit and 
vegetables carrying disease germs are 
declared by health inspectors to De 
sold in all parts of Los Angeles, to 
the detriment of health. 
This condition was revealed vester- 
day by the arrest of eighteen Chinese 
who will be arraigned before Police 
Judge Williams this afternoon. The 
arrests were made by F. W. Mefferd, 
inspector of fruit and vegetables for 
the héalth department. He is acting 
under orders of Health Commissioner 
Powers, who has undertaken to break 
up the alleged disease-breeding traf- 
fic, and eliminate from the market 
the contaminated fruits and vegeta- 
bles. 
The specific charge against the 
eighteen Chinese who are to be ar- 
raigned tomorrow is that they have 
kept fruit and vegetables in -unsanli- 
tary sheds and barns, where they 
sleep, fiear by the stalls in which they 
keep their horses. 
Five hundred Chinese peddlers who 
carry produce and fruit to every part 
of Los Angeles are charged with keep- 
ing part. of their wares over night, 
and each week, from Saturday night 
to Monday morning, in surroundings 
that reek with stable filth, where

Shall we intensify locally the financial 
depression that has come upon the nation 
by adopting the mode of warfare that has 
crushed big businesses under government 
control and competition? Shall we begin 
a campaign to harass the men who have 
honestly and laboriously made a success 
of their business in Los Angeles? 

No—not so long as the real estate men, 
the carpenters, the plumbers, the tailors 
and the druggists, the bankers and the 
street sweepers, and all others who re- 
foice in prosperity that comes with the 
enterprise and the success of big business 
want Los Angeles to be a city of wondrous 
financial standing and enormous commer- 
cial activity. 

Let the tricky demagogue, E. Tobias Earl, 
fulminate against prosperity, denounce The 
Times as “the organ of Big Business,” and 
advocate the confiscation of property be- 
longing to big corporations.

I went out into the back garden at 10 
o'clock the other night and walked along 
the little foot-and-a-half-wide paths to see

RETELLING 
THE WEATHER. 


BAROMETER WATCHED IN A 
REAL BUSINESS WAY. 


— 


The Region of Low Pressure Is 
Where a Storm May Be Expected 
to Center—The Progress of Cold 
Waves Is Also Followed in South- 


Jeranton Times:] Many people 
have an idea that there is something 
mysterious and occult about the 
work of the weather bureau in fore- 
easting the coming of storms, frosts 
and floods. Not a few think that the 
observers must necessarily get their 
data by reading the planets, the stars 
and the moon. As a matter of fact, 
the fofecaster of the bureau foretells 
the eoming of disturbances in a busi- 
ness-like way, very similar to that in 
which a man who has ordered a 
shipment of goods would estimate the 
date of its arrival. 

Suppose a business man had or- 
dered a carload of pineapples from 
the Hawatian Islands. He would know 
the average time it would take the 
steamer to make the trip to the Pa- 
cific port, the average time for un- 
loading and loading into refrigerator 
cars, and the average number of days 
to be allowed these cars for their trip 
across the continent to New York. 
His estimate, however, would be sub- 
ject to error because the steamship 
might be delayed by fog, or the cars 
might meet with an accident, 

Storms, like pineapples, as a rule 
do not originate in the United States. 


They come to us, some from ths Phil- 
ippines, Japan, Siberia, Alaska, Can- 
ada or the Gulf of Mexico. The 
weather bureau gets cable, telegraphic 
or wireless notice of a foreign storm. 
Station after station, or vessel after 
vessel, reports the storm's arrival in 
its neighborhdéd, so that the general 
direction and rate of progress can be 
determined very nearly. In fact, the 
arrival of some storms can be fore- 
told ten days in advance. 

The forecasters watch for the re- 
region of low barometer which is the 
storm center around which the winds 
blow. This whirl or eddy moves bod- 
ily forward with the general eastward 
drift of about 650 miles a day in our 
latitudes. As the lines of equal press- 
ure (isobars) around the low center 
crowd closer together, the winds at- 
tending the storm increase in force. 
The forecaster determines the direc- 
tion of movement of the storm and 
its velocity. 

When weather disturbances are re- 
ported, the forecasters know from ex- 
perience about how long it takes 
them to reach our Pacific Coast, and 
then how long after they will reach 
the Atlantic Coast. For example, if 
a storm coming from Siberia dritte 
eastward around the North Pole and 
reappears in Alaska, it should appear 
in Washington and Oregon in about 
two days; should get to the Great 
Lakes in six days and to the Atlantic 
Coast in seven or eight days. 

Unexpected conditions may delay 
storms or divert them from the 


of greater magnitude and extent than 
the storm itself. Some of them, 
however, travel completely around 
the world. 

To keep tab on cold waves that 
come into the United States from 
Canada and Alaska, the Weather Bu- 
reau studies the Canadian weather 
reports. England sends reports from 
Iceland, the British Islands and 
Continental Europe, and daily reports 


come from St. Petersburg on the con-
